Work on the Princeton Branch Fin- 


lancd lo This City. 


Un Wednesday the last rail was laid 
hat finished the Princeton branch of 
he Northwestern road between this 
city and Princeton, and Grand Rapids 


now connected 
with the outside 


world by another of the (greatest rail- 
way systems of the age. 
While this 


city was well supplied 
with 
rail- 


roads 
before 
the 
completion

.his 
line 
and 
as a consequence 


'.s completion was not looked for- 
ward to with tin- usual anticipation 
jf such an occasion, still it gives the 
city railroad facilities that arc equalled 
by no other city of the same size in 
lie state.

las as many railroad systems as (1 rand 
Rapids. 


The last rail which connected this 


city with the 
Northwestern system 


vas laid about noon and a large "crowd 
of neoplchad watched the progress of 
he steam track laying device all the 
Horning of that day as it completed 
he last mile of Ihe track. The opera- 
ions of the piece of machinery is.in- 
Iced an interesting sight, the speed 
vilh which the work progresses being 
bewildering ou account of the number 
of men employed in hustling the work 
ilong. There is a train of about ten 
ears, which is propelled by a locomo- 
ive about the center of the train. 
The lies arc loaded on the cars behind 
he locomotive, while the rails occupy 
he cars in front. 
Ou the first car is 


i stationary steam engine which oper- 
ites carriers ou cither side of the train 
one of which handles the tics and the 
other the rails. The ties are dumped 
ulo the trough of the carrier back of 
.he locomotive and carried to the front 
end where an army of workmen lakes 
care of them and lays them on tlie 
•ight-of-way. The stream of 'ties is 
tcpt going almost steadily, but the 
•ails are carried forward only as fast 
is they arc needed. As soon as a new 
rail is laid and bolted in place the lo- 
comotive pushes the cars onto it and 
he work continues. The rails are not 
spiked at all ahead of the train, but 
ire held the proper distance apart by 
J temporary spreader that is fastened 
to the rails. The spiking is done by 


gang of men that follows closely 


tfter the train and they do the work 
'.n a rapid manner, putting- every tie 
.11 its proper place under the rails and 
spiking it there so that the track is all 
ready to ballast. 


The railroad men say that it is pos- 


sible to lay two and one-half miles of 
.rack a day with the steam device, al- 
though this speed has not been ac- 
complished this summer owing to ex- 
cessive heat and the fact that it has 
been impossible to secure a full ([iiota 
of men for any length of time. 


The work north of here between 


.his city and Marsh field will be carried 
forward as rapidly as the incomplete 
state of the grading will permit, and 
.he officers of the road say that before 
.he first of next year the company will 
be running fast through trains over 
the line between Chicago and St. Paul. 
The company has a large amount of 
•natcrial banked at Marshfield which 
t was intended to use up by starting 
the work at Marshfield at "the same 
time it was begun al Princeton, but 
which was found to be impossible on 
account of the incomplete condition of 
the grading. This part of the work 
has proven much harder on the north 
cud of the route, the soil being much 
heavier and thickly covered in many 
places with trees, brush and stumps, 
tiie removal of which has consumed a 
large amount of time. 


It is expected that in a very short 


time a local train will be put "on the 
new road between this city and Prince- 
ton lo stop at all the points along the 
line. 


The contract for the depot at this,

The Anarchist. 


Since the attempted assassination 


of President McKinley many people 
have been wondering what an an- 
archist is and what his belief consists 
of. 


An anarchist is a person who be- 


lieves that there should be no govern- 
ment, that every man should be his 
own governor, as it were, and not be 
accountable to any one except his own 
conscience for his actions. There be- 
ing no laws, nobody could break laws, 
so that governors, law makers, and 
officers of the law would be entirely 
superfluous. 


This would no doubt be an ideal 


state of affairs if every man was a 
strict follower of the teachings em- 
bodied in the 
ten 
commandments. 


But experience has taught 'the human 
family that very few men follow these 
teachings and that it is necessary for 
the welfare of the community that 
those who disregard their neighbors 
rights should be punished and conse 
quently laws have been enacted will 
penalties affixed for disobeying them. 


Just what the anarchist expects to 


accomplish in the way of reform by 
occasionally murdering the ruler of a 
nation is more than ar.y sane man can 
conceive. Were the ruler of a country 
killed every day of the year, another 
man would take his place, anil as she 
anarchist invariably forfeits hisl:fe 
by his insane action he can reap no 
benefits personally while his associ- 
ates are thrown more ami more into 
disrepute until they become no better 
than wild animals with a bounty on 
their heads. 


The condition that a country would 


be in should the anarchists gain con- 
trol of it cannot be imagined. 
it 


would be strictly a case of might mak- 
ing right and no man nor iris pro- 
perty would for a moment be safe 
from the depredations ot the cvil- 
mindcd.

er food, and as they grow older this 
amount may be increased, with nearly 
a corresponding Increase in 
weight 


gained. To exchange a pound of grain, 
costing about one cent, for a pound of 
lamb worth llfteen cents seems to be 
a trade that almost any farmer would 
be willing to make, but we have seen 
those who boasted that 
they 
never 


bought any grain. They did not raise 
lambs or chickens, sold but little and 
bought less, nnd saved money, but we 
would not have accepted their farms 
and the money they had accumulated 
and agreed to mnke the farm as good 
as it was when they received it. Such 
farmers are usually robbers, robbing 
the hind of Us I'ertllily, robbing their 
families of the comforts of life, and 
their children of the pleasures of youth 
and nearly all that is desirable in life,

The spiking is done by 
a gang of men that follows closelv 
after the train and they do the work 
in a rapid manner, putting every tie 
in its proper place under the rails and 
spiking it there so that the track is all 
ready to ballast. 


The railroad mea say that it is pos- 


sible to lay two and one-half miles of 
track a day with the steam device, al- 


this speed has not been ac- 


complished this summer owing- to ex- 
cessive heat and the fact that it has 
been impossible to secure a full quota 
of men for any length of time.

Poor "Work in Shredding. 


Considerable 
complaint has beea 


made against the corn shredder because 
the shredded material, especially ihe 
coarser parts of the corii stalk were not 
properly cut to pieces. Pieces of stalk 
from sis: to tea inches long formed the 
greater part of the Avaste that accumu- 
lated In the mangers. Much of this ma- 
terial, if reduced 10 fineness, would be 
eaten by stock, and a jnvat deal of 
actual feed could be saved. However, 
it is true that a portion of ihe stalk can 
hardly be reduced by the shredder and 
carter head sufficiently to be eaten by 
animals. 
A grinding 
process 
that 


crushes as well as cuts is necessary to 
do this. But the common shredder may 
be made lo'do much better work than it 
has done the past season. 


Where the shredder has started, fresh 


ivsth sharp, keen knives, lirmly set, the 
thrashed material was made a great 
deal liner than af:er ihe machine has 
been used for a considerable length of 
time without the knives being sharp- 
eaoJ. Shredder ovvners are doing great 
injury by allowing such careless work. 
Instances are known where the knives 
of the shredder have EOT been looked 
after during- the entire season's work. 
Such poorly cut up fodder brings the 
shredder :uto disrepute; and rhe dis- 
tricts that have been imposed upon will 
likely have very little fodder shredded 
the coming season because the machine 
did not increase the value of the fod- 
der.—ladlananoiis Xews.

The American Sheep Breeder says 


that IE is quite possible that an ounce 
of mixed food, such as corn and oats 
ground together, with an equal quan- 
tity of wheat middling or bran, will 
add an ounce or more to the weight of 
lambs after they are four weeks old. 
if given daily in addition to other prop- 
er food, and as they grow older this 
amount may be increased, with nearly 
a corresponding increase in 
weight 


gained. To exchange a pound of grain, 
costing about one cent, for a pound of 
lamb worth fifteen cents seems to be 
a trade that almost any farmer would 
be willing to make, but we have seen 
those who boasted that 
they never 


bought any grain. They did not raise 
lambs or chickens, sold but little and 
bought less, and saved money, but we 
would not have accepted their farms 
and the money they had accumulated 
and agreed to make the farm as good 
as it was when they received it. Such 
fanners are usually robbers, robbing 
the land of its fertility, robbing their 
families of the comforts of life, and 
their children of the pleasures of youth 
and nearly all that is desirable in life, 
unless the children forsake the farm 
and establish a home where they may 
earn more, espend more and 
enjoy

With 
these crops to supplement the pastures, 
the live stock will receive little check 
in the production of meat and milk 
from lack of food during the hot weath- 
er.

At this time of day the 
animals will be in the shade near their 
watering place, and extra, feed may 
then be gireii without disturbing them 
In the cool morning and evening when 
they enjoy feeding on the grass. A 
check in. growth, whether in summer or 
winter, is always an actual loss to the 
owner.—Exehange.

Crop-Bound Fo^vls. 


There is more or less trouble with 


crop-bound fowls in the summer, and 
during this season it is due nearly al- 
ways TO the bird having got some im- 
proper substance in its crop. If the 
bird is a valuable one and worth treat- 
ing the best plan is to take her be- 
tween one's knees with a cup of sweet 
scalded milk In hand and gently force 
some of the milk down the throat, at 
the same time working the crop gently 
back and forth with the fingers. Af- 
ter giving a few spoonfuls of the milk 
then give a dose of Eochelle salts in 
a little niiik. If this does not bring 
relief, go back to the first treatmeat, 
•which will OQ more effectual after the 
use of salts, and will relieve the trou- 
ble In the majority of cases. The diffi- 
culty may have been caused by eatinz 
too much grit or gravel, or eating con- 
siderable mud when picking up corn or 
other grain thrown to the hen. After
